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preſent maritime War, BAN Heu 
clearly before our Eyes the lenportatice o 
the following Extracts from the marine Trea- 
ties, and muſt needs have convinced every Per- 
ſon concerned in Commerce and Navigation, 
of the Neceſſity incumbent on him, to be ac- 
vainted with the Force and Extent of the 
rticles contained therein. The Uſe of them 
to the Commanders in the Royal Navy has 
been long obſerved ; ſo that the "Lords of the 
Admiralty have taken Care to print them for 
that Purpoſe, from Time to Time, with ſuch 
Alterations and Additions as were made by 
ſacceeding Treaties. But theſe Copies in 
Quarto are reſerved ſolely for the Uſe of ſuch - 
Commanders, and diſtributed to them alone, 
exclufive of all other Perſons whatever. It 
was preſumed, therefore, that an Edition of 
them, reduced, as this is, to an eaſy Price, 
would be no unacceptable preſent to the Pub- 
lick, eſpecially as it comes attended with ſome 
Remarks, which are conceived to be n 
for the right underſtanding of them, and wh 
are not to be found i in the Quarto Book. Th

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The Want of ſome ſuch Kind of Comment, 

as it may be fitly called, has been very fenfibly 
felt of late, in regard to one of theſe Treaties 
with the Dutch: this ſhall be conſidered in 
it's proper Place. The Method of the preſent 
Collection directs us/to begin with thoſe be- 
tween England and France, At the Head of 
which, the famous Treaty of Commerce, con- 
, cluded at Urrecht- in 1713, ſtands as till ſub- 
fiſting, fince it has not been made void by 
any ſubſequent Treaty. Yet it imports to 
know, that as ſome Articles, particularly the 
IX th, could not, by the expreſs Tenor of 
them, take Place without an Act of Parlia- 
ment, and no ſuch Act being ever paſſed; 
the French, notwithſtanding theſe Articles as 
well as the reſt were ſigned by the Plenipo- 
tentiaries on both Sides, ſhew little or no Re- 
and to any of them, making this Defect in 
ome, a Pretence, as it ſuits their Intereſt, to 
reject the whole. It is not our Buſineſs at 
preſent to enter into the Merits of this Affair: 
By turning to the Remark at the End of the 
Supplement to this Treaty *, the Reader will 
find, that it was not confirmed by that of Aix 
la Chapelle; whence it follows, that by the 
Treaty of Utrecht in 1713, which is confirmed 
in the IIId Article of the Treaty at Aix la 
Chapelle, can only be meant the Treaty of 
Peace and Friendſhip, 1 
It may well be thought not a little aſtoniſh- 
ing, how it ſhould come to paſs, that a ſolemn 
"Treaty, ſigned in due Form by all the Britiſb 
Plenipotentiaries, under the Direction of the 
Miniſtry, ſhould eſcape a Ratification, in ſuch

| Articles as required it, by a Britiſb Parliament, : 


while the fame Miniſtry continued. This 
Miſcarriage was entirely owing to the mal- 
Formation of the Treaty itſelf, which hap- 
pened to be fo unluckily tempered, as to pleate 
neither of the contracting Parties; and on our 


Side, the Cry againſt it grew ſo loud, that 


the Miniſtry found their utmoſt E forts, to ay 
the Parliament in it's Favour, utterly baffled. 
Lord Bolingbroke, who, tis well known, had 


the Direction and Management of this whole 


Affair, ingenuouſly owns, that this Peace, in 
general, was lefs anſwerable to the Succeſs of 
the War, than it might, and ought to have 


been; that it was driven forward by the Zeal 


of particular Men, in their ſeveral Provinces, 


though they were not backed by the concur- 


rent Force of the whole Adminiſtration, nor 
had the common Helps of Advice till it was 


too late, till the End of the Negotiations ;

even in Matters, ſuch as that of Commerce, 
which they could not be ſuppoſed to under- 


ſtand ; that when it was laid before the Par- 


liament, fome even of the Miniſtry grew nice 
about the Conſtruction of the Articles, and 


could come up to no direct Approbation: ſo 


that © the very Work, ſays he, which ought 
4 to have been the Baſis of our Strength, Was 


in Part demoliſhed before our Eyes, and we _ 
“ were ſtoned with the Ruins of it .“ The 


weak and unſettled Condition of the Duke e 


Orleans, who had uſurped the ſole Regency af 
France, contrary to the Eſtabliſhment made 
by Lewis XIV. juſt before his Death, opened 
an Opportunity of mending this Matter by a 

bd oy N Letter to Sir V. Wyndban. 
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new Treaty; but that was neglected by our 
ſucceeding Miniſtry: And having thus once 
paſſed the Seaſon, when it was in our Power, 
we never found another .to repair the Fault. 
This, in the Courſe of Events, became out of 
our Power, and the unhappy State of our Af- 
fairs at the Treaty of Aix la Chapelle, turned 
up the Reverſe of that Face which had been 
ſeen at Utrecht, In 1748, the Treaty of Com- 
merce was never mentioned, as if grown obſo- 
lete; a Sort of tacit Acknowledgment of that 
Right which the French had aſſumed of reject- 
ing it, All that we then aimed at was, to ob- 
tain a Confirmation of the Treaty of Peace ; 
and as this was a Concomitant of the other, we 
ſhall now proceed to take it under our Conſi- 
deration, | 

This, indeed, is of greater Importance than 
it's Companion, relating purely to Commerce; 


of ſuch Importance, as to be made a Baſis for | 


all our Treaties ſince, nat only with France, 
but with other Kingdoms and States. And 

yet ſome of the moſt intereſſing Stipulations in 
this Treaty are ſo looſely worded, that they gave 
Riſe to thoſe Diſputes and Animoſities, which 
proved the Fuel of the preſent War with France. 
© By the XIIth Article of this Treaty *, His 
Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty ſtipulated to yield and 
make over to our Nation all Nova-Scotia or 
Acadie, comprehended within it's ancient Boun- 
daries. This is the Expreſſion, and there needs 
no Comment to ſhew it's Ambiguity, without 
ſome further Deſcription to aſcertain theſe Boun- 
daries, Hence a Door was left open for the 
Diſputes which followed, and which remain

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undecided to this Hour, The Ex/;/h, on one 
Hand, extending theſe Boundaries northward 
to the River of St Lawrence, weſtward as far 


as their own Settlements, and to the Sea on 


every other Side; while the ſame Boundaries 
are confined by the French within the narrow 
| Limits of the Peninſula, as being particularly 


called Acadie, Tis well worth While, on 
Account of future Negotiations, to mark ſome 
of the unhappy Conſequences, which flowed 
from this fatal Neglect, in drawing ſo momen- 
tous a Stipulation: A Neglect which was but 
ill falved, by the Expedient of referring theſe 


ancient Boundaries to be ſettled and determi- 


ned by Commiſſaries, forthwith to be named 
on each Side; which, in reality, was no bet- 


ter than a Piece of After-Wit, as was found 
too late on our Side; whilſt our Enemies there- 


by got Time to breathe, to repair the bfoken 


State of their Affairs, and revive that all- graſp- 


ing Spirit, which had been long curbed and 


kept under by the ſuperior Force of Marlbo- 


rough's Arms. | 


Whether any Commiſſaries were appointed, 
or ever met, is not worth the Trouble of an 


Enquiry ; fince it is but too certain, that no- 


thing effectual was done towards a Determina- 


tion of the Point. On the contrary, four Years 
afterwards, in 1717, we faw a triple Alliance 


concluded between Great-Britain, France, and 
Holland, without the leaſt Mention, much leſs 
a Regulation, of this Diſpute, We had, in- 
deed, been ſuffered to keep what we had ac- 
uired in the preceding War, «2, Poſſeſſion of 
e Peninſula, or Acadie properly fo called, 
Accordingly, a Governor was appointed, and

ſent thither with a Regiment, who obliged 
the French Inhabitants there to ſubmit to our 
Government, and take the Oaths to his preſent, 
Majeſty after his Acceſſion. Vet, being al- 


| lowed to continue under Magiſtrates of their 
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own chuſing, they kept a much cloſer Corre- 
ſpondence with the Governor of Cape-Breton 
than they did with ours; called themſelves, 
and were called by our People, the Neutral 
French; and, as ſoon as the War broke out 
with France, they took every Opportunity to 
ſhew, that they were true and loyal Fenchmen; 
who looked upon the forced Oath they had 
taken to our King as no way binding the Con- 
ſcience. However, the continental Part of 
Nova- Scotia, which was the only Part in Diſ⸗ 
pute, continued in a State of Neutrality till 
the Treaty of Aix la Chapelle in 1748: But 
dur Affairs then were ſo far from being men- 
ded, that they grew worſe, and even ſoon be- 
came deſperate. The ſame Things were re- 
peated as had paſſed at Utrecht, The Treaty 
of Peace concluded there, and conſequently the 
XIIth Article of it, was confirmed without 
any Reviſion; and all Diſputes with France 
left again to be ſettled in a ſubſequent Negotia- 
tion. 5 5 1 
Ti foreign to our Deſign, nor indeed have 
we any Inclination, to ſet forth the unlucky 
Turn in our Affairs, which obliged our Mini- 
ſters to accept of theſe Terms, though they 
had ſufficient Reaſon to expect no good Effect 
from ſuch a Negotiation: and the Behaviour 
of France very ſoon furniſhed a convinging 
Proof, that nothing was to be expected from 
any Negotiation, Iis true, they were euer 
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ſet. on Foot, and the Commiſſaries on both 


; 
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Sides met, according to the Agreement, at Paris. 
Great Britain likewiſe ſoon after ſent. a Colo- 
ny, which had been hitherto neglected, to the 


Peninſula of Acadie; a Garriſon was built, 


and the Town of Hallfax- planned, which 
preſently began to ſhew- itſelf on the Bay of 


Cbebucto. But in the mean Time, we had no 


ſooner reſtored. the Iſland of Cape- Breton to the 
French, than their Governors in that Iſland 
made it their Buſineſs to encourage the Indians 
of Nova Scotia to attack our infant Colony, 
and to murder or captivate ſuch of our People 


as they met with ſtraggling at any Diſtance 


from the Garriſon; they were likewiſe fur- 


niſhed with Arms and Ammunition, and even 


with French Leaders and Directors. This, 
however, was done privately, in a covert Man- 
ner; and when Complaints were made upon 


this Head, inſtead of Redreſs there came eva- 
ſive Anſwers, under ſuch Pretences as were 


every one of them known to be falſeQ. 

They went more openly to work the next 
Vear, 1749, when a large Body of regular 
Troops and Canada Militia were diſpatched by 
that Governor, to take Poſt on the Mouth of 


the River Chignefto, where it opens into. the 
Bay of the ſame Name, and to erect a Fort 


there; though, when the Commiſſaries were 


appointed, it had been expreſsly agreed, that, 


during their Negotiation, neither Side ſhould 


make any new Settlement, or erect any new 


Fortification, in any of thoſe Parts of America, 


the Right to which was controverted between 
the two Nations. This Fortification was no 
ſooner finiſhed, on the North Side of Chrgneeto 


River, 
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; River, than the D Deſign of raiſing it came into 


View. The French Inhabitants, who were 


very numerous, and had a large Village upon 
the South Side of that River, notwithſtanding 


their Oaths of Allegiance, immediately broke 


- out in open Rebellion;  incloſed themſelves 
within ſtrong Intrenchments; nor could they 
be reduced by ſuch of our Troops, as were ſent 


under the Command of Major Laurence for 
that Purpoſe ; for, being driven from their In- 
trenchments, they ſet Fire to their Houſes, 
and, with every Thing that belonged to them, 
paſſed over to the other Side of the River, 

where they were received by their Countryman | 


M. Corne, who declared that he would, and 


did actually, protect them, having drawn up 
his Troops there for that Purpoſe. Where 
upon, Major Lawrence being reſtrained by his 
Orders from purſuing them over the River, or 


attacking their inſolent Protectors, was obliged | 


to content himſelf with raiſing a Fort at the 


Bottom of the Bay, upon the South Side of 


Cbignecto River, which from him was called 


St Lawrence-Fort. 


All this while, the Ger FOE) 


negotiating at Paris, without any proper No- 
tice taken, either of the notorious Inftaction of 


the Neutrality by one Side, or of the religious 
Obſervance of it by the other. The Conſe- 
quence of this profound Silence was, a Reſolu- 


tion of the French, to take it for a tacit Ace 
'knowledgment of their Right to the whole 
continental Part of Nova-Scotia, lying North 
of the Bay of Fundy and Cbignecbo River. Upon 
this Principle, beſides the laſt-mentioned Fort 
at ihe Mouth of that T_ * they called

dangerous, as Lewis XIV. had made a Grant 
of the M/j/pi River to one of his Miniſters, 


Mr e the * Vear, 1712; in 
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Beau-ſrjaur, they proceeded, preſently after to 


erect another upon the Eaſt End of the Ithmys, 
at the Bottom of a Bay, called by them Baze 

Verte, or Green Bay; by which Means, they 
made themſelves entirely Maſters of the IIb. 
mus, and thereby kept a Paſſage open for the 
Indians to pour in from the Continent againſt | 
our Colony in the Peninſula. Nor did. they 
reſt here, but about the ſame Time began to 


erect another Fort at the Mouth, of S? John's 


River, upon the Bay of Fundy; by which they 
opened a Communication and a Water-Car- 
riage from that Bay, almoſt quite to the River 
St Lawrence, and very near to Quebec,  _. 
Theſe bitter Fruits were the direct Produce 


of ſuffering the Stipulation, whereby Nova-Scoe 


tia was ceded to us, to paſs in general Terms on- 
ly, leaving the Boundaries of that Country to be 
ſettled by Commiſfaries afterwards, But the 
Miſchief was not confined within any Bounda- 
ries of that Country; the pernicious Conſe» 


| quences of it were preſently, felt on the North- 


Weſt Borders of Virginia, where the ſame 
Cauſe had indeed long before produced the 
ſame Effect. By the XVth Article of the 
ſame Treaty of Utrecht, the French had obliged 
themſelves not to give any Hindrance or Mo- 
leſtation to any of the Indian Nations, who 
were then ſubject to the Dominion of Great- 
Britain, or Friends to the ſame, without ex- 
preſsly enumerating or deſcribing 'what Nations 
theſe were; which again was left to be done 
by Commiſiaries, This N eglect was the mote

which It vas expreſsly declared, that the In- 


tention of making a Settlement in that Country 


was, to eſtabliſh, by Means of the great Lakes 
of Canada, an inland Communication between 
the Rivers Miſſſfpi and St Lawrence, And 
though, upon the Death of Lewis XIV. their 

Affairs were too much embroiled at Home to 
ſuffer them to look Abroad for a While; yet, 
after the Concluſion of the Triple Alliance in 


2917, already mentioned, a Miſiſipi Com- 
pany was eſtabliſhed the ſame Year, and a Co- 
lony ſent either that or the next Year ; by 


whom the Town of New Orleans was 'planz 5 
ned, and begun to be erected upon the Eaſt 


side of the Miffifpi ; between which and the 


River Sr? Lawrence they reſolved to carry their 
deſigned inland Communication, by the Way. 
of the River Ilianois; from one of the Heads, 


of which there is but a ſhort Land- Carriage, 


to a River that runs into the great Lake Mi- 


chigan. 


But, for the Safety of Paſſengers by this 


Route, it was neceſſary to have a Fort at the 


great Cataract of Niagara, the Country round 
which was poſſeſſed by the Trogquois, who 


Would never conſent to the erecting ſuch a 


Fort; and, to compel them to ſubmit, would 
be a direct Violation of the ſaid XVth Article 
of the Treaty of Utrecht. 

However, both theſe Dificulties were got 
over, by watching proper Opportunities. Af- 


ter a fruitleſs Attempt in 1720 or 1721, which 


was defeated by the 1roquezs, they compleated 
their Deſign in 1725; having, by fair Words 
and fine Promiſes, cajoled many of the Indians 
not to — them: 5 And fo calling them their

Friends and not ours, by this Means the Stipu- 
lation of the Treaty with us was evaded; and,

bably encouraged them to proceed furt 

and, having firſt attempted in vain to make a 
Settlement in 1726 upon the Eaſt Side of the 
Head of the Lake Corlaer, or Champlain, as 
they call it, within the Territory of Maſſachu- 
ſet's Bay in New England * ; they began ano- 
ther on the Weſt Side of the ſaid Lake, within 
the Province of New York, This ſucceeded 
to their Wiſh; and, in 1730 or 1731, their 
Settlement was executed at Croun- Point, and 
the Fort built, which they called Fort Frede- 


rick; and which they afterwards made one of 


the ſtrongeſt Forts in America. This was the 
bad State of our Affairs in theſe Parts, when 
the Treaty commenced at Aix la Chapelle. 
But after we had ſubmitted to that diſhonou- 
rable Peace, they ſoon became much worſe. 

It was well known to the French, that the 
eaſieſt and ſhorteſt Way of eſtabliſhing their 
deſigned inland Communication, between the 


Rivers Mifi/ips and St Lawrence, was by the

Beef River; and two or three Portages, of a 
few Yards only, in order to avoid the Falls ot 
ripling Streams in the two great Rivers Sf Laws 


rence and Ohio. 


In the Wenn Time, oh our Side, a Compa- 
ny conſiſting of ſome Gentlemen in Virginia, 
and forme Merchants in London, was eſtabliſhed 
in 1749, by Charter, under the Name of the 
Ohio Cotnpany ; to which was granted 600000 
Acres of Land upon that River. And, in 
1751, 'a Surveyor was ſent to lay out theſe 
Acres in the beſt Lands there, and ſuch as 
were moſt Convenient for the Indian Trade. 
We had been for many Yeats before poſſeſſed 


of ſome Settlements in this Country, by the 


Conſent of the Troquors Indians, to whom it 
belonged ; but theſe Indians prefently grew 
jealous: of this Company, as likely to Feten 
dangerous Rivals in their Trade, and from 
Friends, as they were at the Time of conclud- 
ing the Treaty of Utrecht, and had continued 
fo ever fince, they now ſided againſt us, and 
went over to the French, who failed not to make 
the moſt of this Advantage; and being pro- 
vided with a ſufficient Number of regular 
Troops to drive us out of this Country, the 
Governor of Canada now acquainted our Go- 
vernors of New York and Penhylvania, that our 
Indian Traders had encroached on their Terri- 
tories, by trading with their Indians, and that 
if they did not forbear, he ſhould be obliged 
to ſeige them wherever they were found. 

This was the firſt Time, that either Side 
had pretended to an excluſive Trade with a 
Indians, even thoſe that were declared Friends

or Allies of the other: It being expreſily ſtipu- 


lated by the XVth Article of the Treaty of

N otwithſtanding 
theſe laſt had again changed Sides, and joined 
in Friendſhip with us, when they ſaw the 


French began to build their two Forts before- 
mentioned, on the Side of the Lake Erie, and 
upon Beef. River, in Hopes of having thoſe 
Forts demoliſhed by us; yet no effectual No- 
tice being taken of this Encroachment on our

for all our People were ſoon after driven from 
their Settlements upon that River, and the 
French, eatly the next Year, built another Fort 
upon it, called Fort du Sueſne ; and, before 
the Expiration of the Year, were joined by the 
Indian Inbabitants on the Banks of that River, 
who actually declared War againſt us ®, 

All this While, the Negotiations were till 


carried on for ſettling all Diſputes amicably, 


though Mr Shirley, the chief of our Commil- 
faries, had retired from Paris, the preceding 
Year, 1753; yet the Ambaſſadors continued 
at the reſpedtive Courts, and by their Means 
we continued to negotiate till the Death of the 
Earl of Albemarle, our Ambaſſador at Paris, 
which happend there on the twenty-ſecond of 
December, 1754. This was followed the next 
Year by an open Rupture between the Na- 
tions, the Events of which produced a Decla-

Next to France follow "he Treaties with 
Spain ; amon which, the principal are 
thoſe of 1667 and 1670, both confirmed 
by. the T reaty of Commerce at Utrecht. in 
1713.

Hereupon, Complaints being made on our 
Side, a Negotiation was ſet on Foot, in order 
to ſettle the Matter amicably ; but this proving 
neffectual, Recontfe was had to the ultima ra- 
rio Regum, and we declared War againſt, Spain 
in 1739.

The Dutch, however, had better Succeſs in 
the other Point of their Policy, vs. A Right, | 
as Neutrals, bf protecting the Effects of an 
Enemy. One Step towards it was obtained as 
early as the Year 1646, when, by a temporary 
Treaty, the neutral Veſſel, and all the Effects 
of a Friend found on Board it, were agreed to 
be ſpared, This was confirmed and enlarged 
by a Declaration of the French King in 1651 +, 
and the Privilege was at length granted in it's

Dutch. Ambaſſador' s, Mr Boreel's,  Employ- 


ment, in his long Embaſſy at Paris; and no 


Doubt the Point was the more induſtriouſſy 
laboured with France, in the View of urgin 
it as an Argument to bring England to the like 
Compliance. 

Hefe, indeed, lay the greateſt Concern of 
Holland, as ſhe apprehended this Nation to be 
her chief Rival in Trade. Here, therefore, 
ſhe moſt exerted her Policy, in Regard to both 
her Maxims. As to the firſt, the Juncture 
appeared to be favourable enough in 1648, 
and ſome few Years afterwards; The Igno- 
rance of the Engliſ Miniſters in Point of 
Commerce, and the little Attention which they 
bad paid to the Intereſts of it, had given ſuch 
Advantages to the Dutch, that more Veſſels of 
that Country were ſeen in the Ports of our Co- 


lonies, than even of our own. But in 1651, 
there happened an Event, which put us upon 


vindicating the Advantages of our own Induſtry 
and Produce to ourſelves. England being lately 


become a Republick as well as Holland, by 


ſuch Means, as made it neceſſary to leave no- 
thing untried for ſtrengthening herſelf by fo- 
reign Connections, it was natural, in theſe Cir- 
cumſtances, for her to apply firſt of all to her 
near Neighbour and Siſter Republick.

After the Reſtoration, the Dutch,” in Con- 
fequence of the Treaty with France in 1662, 
wherein that Kingdom had ceded this favou- i 
rite: Point to them, entered into a defenſive Wi 
Alliance, and joined France in the War againſt 
England the enſuing Vear.

contrary, the aboveſaid effects and commodities ſhall 
be preſerved and reſtored to them, upon their giving a 
moderate recompence to thoſe who ſhall have aſſiſted 

them in ſaving their lives, their ſhips, and their com-

ARTICLE. XIV. 

_ - Permiſſion ſhall be granted to Britiſh merchants to 
build, buy, ſell, and hire houſes in all the territories 
and towns of Ruſſa, excepting, however, with regard 
to the permiſſion of building and buying houſes in thoſe 
towns of Ruſſia, which have particular rights of burgher- 
ſhip and privileges inconſiſtent with ſuch indulgence; 
and it is expreſsly ſpecified, that at St. Peterſburg, 
Moſcow, and Archangel, the houſes which the Britiſb 


merrchants ſhall buy, or cauſe to be built, ſhall be ex- 


empt from all quartering of ſoldiers, as long as they 
ſhall belong to them, and ſhall be inhabited by them; 
but, with regard to the houſes which they ſhall hire or 
let, theſe ſhall be ſubject to all the uſual charges of the 
town; the tenant and landlord ſettling that matter be- 
tween tllem. As to every other town of Ruſſia, the 
houſes which. they ſhall purchaſe, or cauſe to be- built, 
in the ſame manner as thoſe which they ſhall hire or 
let, ſhall not be exempted from the quartering of ſol- 
diers. Permiſſion ſhall likewiſe be granted to Ruſſian 
merchants to build, buy, ſell, and let houſes in Great 
Britain and Ireland, in the ſame manner as is done by 
the ſubjects of the moſt favoured nations. They ſhall 
enjoy the free exerciſe of the Greek religion in their 
houſes, or in ſuch places as are deſtined for that pur- 
. Poſe; and in like manner the Britiſ merchants ſhall 
enjoy the free exerciſe of the proteſtant religion. The 
ſubjects of either power, eſtabliſhed in Ruſſia or in Great 
Britain, ſhall have power to diſpoſe of their eſtates, and 
to leave them by will to whomſoever they think proper, 
following the cuſtom and laws of their own proper 

country, ng aide tobg 
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Paſſports ſhall be granted to all Britiſb ſubjects, who 
deſire to quit the dominions of Ryfſia, two months after 
they ſhall have ſignified their deſign of departing, with+ 
out obliging them to give ſecurity ; and if, in that time, 
.there appear no juſt cauſe for detaining them, they ſhall 
be allowed to go; nor ſhall they be obliged to apply 
for that purpoſe, to any other quarter than to the college 
of. commerce, or. to that which may hereafter be eſta- 
bliſhed in its place. The ſame eaſy methods of depart- 
ing ſhall, upon like occaſions, and agreeable to the cuſ- 
tom of the country, be granted to Ruſſian merchants, 
who want to quit the dominions of Great Britain.

Britiſb merchants, who ſhall hire or employ domeſtics, 
ſhall, in this particular, be obliged to conform them- 
ſelves to the laws of this empire. And Ruſſian mer- 
chants ſhall be equally obliged to do the ſame in Great 
Britain.

In all law-ſuits and other proceedings, the Britiſh 
merchants ſhall be amenable only to the college of 
commerce, or to that which ſhall hereafter be eſtabliſh- 
ed for the adminiſtration of juſtice between merchants. 
But, if it ſhould happen that the Brizi/h merchants ſhould 
have law-ſuits in any place at a diſtance from the above- 
mentioned college of commerce, both they and the ad- 
verſe party ſhall prefer their complaints to the magi- 
ſtrate of the ſaid. towns, with this proviſo, however, 
that the Britiſb merchants ſhall have the right to appeal 
from the ſentence of the magiſtrate, and to demand that 
of the college of commerce, if they find themſelves 
aggrieved, The Ruſſian merchants in the dominions of 
Great Britain, ſhall, in their turn, have the (ame protec- 
tion and juſtice, which, according to the laws of that 
kingdom, are granted to other foreign merchants, and 
ſhall be treated as the ſubjects of the molt fayoured 
nation. e 
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The Britiſh merchants in Ruſſia, and the Ruſſian mer- 


chants in Great Britain, ſhall not be obliged to ſhew their 
books or papers to any-perſon whatever, - unleſs it be to 
-make proof in the courſe of juſtice ; ſtill leſs ſhall the 


ſaid books or papers be taken or detained from them. 


If, however, the caſe ſhould * that any Britiſh 


merchant becomes bankrupt, he ſhall be amenable ar St. 
Peterſburgh to the college of commerce, or to that which 


. ſhall hereafter be eſtabliſhed for the adminiſtration of 

_ Juſtice in mercantile affairs, and in other remote towns, 
to the magiſtrate of the place; and he ſhall be proceed- 
ed againſt according to the laws that are or ſhall be 
made for this purpoſe. Nevertheleſs, if the Britiſb mer- 
chants, without becoming bankrupts, refuſe to pay their 


debts, whether to the treaſury of her Imperial majeſty, 
or to individuals, it ſhall be lawful to lay an arreſt up- 
on part of their effects equivalent to their debts; and 
in caſe theſe effects ſhould not be ſufficient for diſcharg- 
ing ſuch debts, they may themſelves be arreſted and 
detained in cuſtody, until ſuch time as the greater part 


of their creditors, as well with reſpect to number, as to 


the value of their reſpective demands, have conſented to 
their enlargement. With regard to their effects laid 
under arreſt, they ſhall remain as a depoſit in the hands 
of thoſe who ſhall be named and duly authoriſed for that 

urpoſe, by the greater part of their creditors, as is a- 
2 ſpecified : which delegates ſhall be obliged to ap- 
praiſe the effects as ſoon as poſſible, and to make a juſt 


and fair diſtribution of them to all the creditors, in pro- 


portion to their reſpective demands. The ſame proce- 
dure ſhall, in the like caſes, be obſerved towards the 
Ruffien merchants in the dominions of Great Britain, and 
they ſhall be there protected agreeably to the regulations 


made in the preceding article.

The commiſſioners of the cuſtoms ſhall have the charge 
of examining the ſervants or clerks of the Ruſſian mer- 
chants, when they cauſe their goods to be entered, whe- 
ther they have, for that effect, the orders or full powers 
of the maſters; and if they have not ſuch, they ſha!l not 
be credited. The ſame conduct ſhall be obſerved to- 
wards the ſervants of the Britzfo merchants. And when 
the ſaid ſervants, having the orders or full powers of 
their maſters, ſhall cauſe their goods to be entered on 


account of their maſters, theſe laſt ſhall be as reſponſible 


as if they themſelves had cauſed them to be entered, 
All the Ruſſian ſervants employed in the ſhops ſhall like- 
wiſe be regiſtered, and their maſters ſhall anſwer for them 
in the affairs of trade, and in the bargains which they 
make in their name.

In caſe the Rſian merchants, who are indebted to the 
Britifh merchants, withdraw from the places of their a-

Cite them three times, allowing them a ſufficient ſpace

diery, ſhall pay (in rixdollars) only two copecs (or pen- 


_ nies) for every arſheen, (or 7 14 yards) as a duty on entry; 


coarſe cloth of the county of York, known in the Ruſſian 
tariff by the name of Coſtrogy, ſhall only pay two co- 
pecs for every arſheen ; broad flannel ſhall only pay one 


copec per arſheen;, narrow flannel ſhall only pay three- 


fourths of a copec per arſheen, all as duties on entry. 
And in every thing that regards the impoſts and duties 
payable on the importation or exportation of commodi- 


ties in general, the ſubjects of Great Britain ſhall be al- 


ways conſidered and treated as the moſt favoured nation.

The peace, friendſhip, and good underſtanding, ſhall 

continue fot ever between the high contracting parties, 


and as it is cuſtomary to fix a certain term to the dura- 
tion of treaties of commerce, the above-mentioned high 


contracting parties have agreed, that this treaty ſhall 


continue for twenty years, counting from the day of 


ſigning; and after the expiration' of that term, they may 
agree upon the means to renew and prolong it.
